Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 35-53, drawn to a game machine . 

Group II, claim(s) 54-60, drawn to a method for playing a game on a gaming 
apparatus. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: that the Group I 
invention does not require a game control means arranged to directly or indirectly 
control images displayed on the display means and the making an election of a number 
of parallel drawn to be made simultaneously against the selected indicia as recited in 
claims of the Group II. The Group II invention does not require the game control means 
being arranged to play a game in which a player makes a selection of a sehes of indicia 
from a larger group of indicia, as recited in the claims of group I invention. Furthermore, 
groups I and II each has different modes of operation, different functions, or different 
effects including that as discussed above.
